No 
prewarning,  just  a  simple  statement  that  these  programs  would  no  longer 
exist.  The  reason  given  was  simple;  these  various  programs  did  not  generate 
enough  monies  for  the  institution,  therefore  they  will  exist  no  more.  . 

To  say  that  the  teachers  and  students  of  these  programs  were  angry  and 
disappointed  is  an  understatement.  We  were  frustrated  to  think  that  all  we 
were  thought  of  was  how  much  money  we  generate.  The  administration  did 
not  take  into  account  all  the  time  and  dedi- 
cation contributed  by  the  teachers,  nor  the 
enthusiasm  exhibited  by  the  students.  The 
administration  did  not  listen,  when  employ- 
ers told  them  that  the  graduates  from  these 
programs  were  some  of  their  best  employ- 
ees. The  administration  did  not  pay  atten- 
tion to  the  good  reputation  of  Hahnemann 
graduates.  All  they  looked  at  was  if  the  pro- 
grams were  in  the  red.  Even  when  program 
directors  volunteered  to  make  drastic  bud- 
get cuts,  they  did  not  listen. 

It  is  sad  to  think  that  many  Universities  in- 
cluding Hahnemann  have  forgotten  the 
main  purpose  that  they  were  established 
for:  to  give  quality  education.  Hahnemann 
graduates  do  receive  an  excellent  educa- 
tion, due  to  the  dedication  of  the  faculty.  If 

Hahnemann  School  of  Allied  Health  is  to  continue  to  exist,  the  bureaucracy 
must  remember  education  is  first,  not  money. 

Many  times  a  yearbook  is  dedicated  in  the  memory  of  a  special  person. 
We,  the  yearbook  staff,  would  like  to  dedicate  this  yearbook  to  all  the 
teachers  and  students  of  the  School  of  Allied  Health.  To  all  the  teachers,  past 
and  present,  who  always  kept  "quality  education"  as  their  primary  goal.  To  all 
the  students,  past  and  present,  whose  enthusiasm  has  enriched  the  programs. 
We  thank  you  all.  We  hope  this  yearbook  will  serve  as  good  memories. 

Finally  we  hope  the  School  of  Allied  Health  will  confine  to  grow  into  better 
things,  but  to  do  this  we  all  must  remember  EDUCATION  must  come  first.

Dr.  Martin  Lipschutz,  Ph.D. 


The  Distinguished  Faculty  Award 
recognizes  a  faculty  member  for 
excellence  in  teaching  and  out- 
standing service  to  the  school.  This 
year's  recipent,  Martin  Lipschutz, 
epitomizes  those  qualities  for  which 
the  award  stands. 

The  recognition  of  Martin's  teach- 
ing abilities  and  his  considerable  in- 
fluence on  students  began  long  be- 
fore his  joining  Hahnemann's  faculty, 
extending  from  the  East  coast  of 
the  United  States  to  Taiwan  where 
he  was  a  Fulbright  Senior  lecturer 
and  consultant  for  the  United  States 
Educational  Foundation  of  the  Re- 
public of  China.  This  ability  to  impact 
on  students  from  diverse  cultures 
extends  into  his  writings.  One  of  the 
books  Dr.  Lipschutz  wrote  with  the 
intention  of  helping  his  students  un- 
derstand a  difficult  subject  has  been 
translated  into  Spanish,  German, 
French,  and  Italian.  His  influence  on 


young  minds  has  been  worldwide. 

It  is  students  at  Hahnemann  who 
have  benefitted  most  recently  and 
most  directly  from  their  contact  with 
Dr.  Lipschutz.  Student  evaluations, 
often  the  bane  of  an  instructor's  ex- 
istence, have  consistently  pointed 
out  that  Martin  is  extremely  patient, 
ever  understanding  of  program 
constraints  on  student  time,  and 
empathetic  to  their  needs.  He 
shows  consummate  skill  in  being 
able  to  successfully  teach  difficult 
quantitative  subjects  to  non-math- 
ematics majors.  One  of  Martin's  col- 
leagues told  me  how  Martin  would 
so  intricately  lace  the  subject  mat- 
ter with  his  wit  and  humor  that  many 
students  learned  in  spite  of 
themselves. 

University  students  are  not  the 
only  recipients  of  Martin's  teaching 
excellence.  Several  years  ago 
when  it  became  evident  that  many 


faculty  members  were  computer  il- 
literate. Dr.  Lipschutz  designed  a 
course,  wrote  the  lecture  notes  and 
laboratory  problems,  and  taught 
the  course  for  faculty  during  the 
summer  months  as  a  service  to  Hah- 
nemann University  and  its  faculty. 
Martin  then  assisted  others  in  devel- 
oping a  computer  teaching  pro- 
gram for  all  Hahnemann  faculty, 
staff,  and  students. 

The  excellence  of  his  teaching, 
the  style  of  his  presentation,  and  the 
compassionate  quality  of  his  inter- 
action with  students  makes  Dr.  Lips- 
chutz a  role  model  for  us  all.
